That’s the blockbuster disclosure of Ray’s long¬ 
time wife Anna — who for the first time ever has 
revealed full details of the convicted assassin’s 
secret confession. 

Speaking out in an exclusive ENQUIRER interview, 
Anna said: 

“As I was talking to my hus¬ 
band by phone in his Tennes¬ 
see prison cell in 1991, he sud¬ 
denly blurted out that he had 
killed Dr. King. 

“He said, “Yeah, I did it — so

“I was shocked to the core 
when he frankly admitted he 
had pulled the trigger!”

Ray confessed to the 1968 
slaying right after his arrest, 
but quickly recanted his con¬ 
fession and has insisted for 
nearly 30 years that he was 
railroaded. Many people be¬ 
lieve he was the fall guy in a 
massive conspiracy. 

Ray’s lawyer recently asked 
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a Tennessee court to let him 
test the rifle that Ray allegedly 
used to kill King. The attorney 
said modern ballistics tests 
will prove it’s not the murder 
weapon. 

Coretta King, the slain civil 
rights leader’s widow, also 
begged a judge to grant a new 
trial for Ray — who’s 68 and 
suffering from terminal cir¬ 
rhosis of the liver. Mrs. King

Now Anna, 49, has joined 
the fight to give Ray another 
day in court. But she doesn’t 
expect his 99-year sentence to 
be overturned.
